Extracts From a Millwright’s 
Diary. 











[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL. ]

February 25.—Helped the beater-man out 
of a scrape to-day, just by the use of a little 
commonsense. A lot of roll-paper had been 
bought at auction and had to be furnished to 
the beaters. The beater-man had three spare 
hands at work with jack-knives, cutting sheets 
from as many rolls, by splitting down the 
length of the roll, then pulling off one or more 
folds @f the paper. I got two carpenter’s 
horses ffom the shop, nailed a notched piece 
of board Oheach horse and placed a piece of 
2-inch pesery ot roll and then set it on 
the notched with the roll between. 
One helper stood at the roll and unrolled it 
slowly, also kept it from striking against the 
horses. After engifieéring the roll of paper 
into line with the beater-roll, the end of the 
paper was floated along until it was caught by 
the roll, when it would be drawn under at the 
rate of a thousand feet per mimute. 

February 26.—Have decided, or rather the 
owners have, to drive the machines by steam. 
The water-wheels give power enough, but it is 


not as steady as steam-power, which admits

in regard to amount of steam used 
as one large engine would be, but in other 
respects the arrangement is far superior. It 
allows the stopping, of one or all of the ma- 
chines at will, without the use of clutches or 
some other troublesome starting devices. 

The plans came along yesterday, and I have 
just had templets made by which the engines 
will be set. I have often had trouble in keep- 
ing a templet where it belonged. The masons 
knock it out of the way two or three times an 
hour, and the hod-carrier will pile one or two 
hundred bricks on the templet, ‘‘ just to hold 
it in place.” 

February 27.—I put that templet in place this 
morning. Eight or ten feet above the ground 
I nailed two eight-inch spruce boards, placing 
them edge up, level and in such position that 
the templet could liethereon. After the boards 
were well braced I lined the templet to its ex- 
act place and nailed it fast to the boards. The 
anchor bolts were 1 inch in diameter, so I 
bored 2%-inch holes through the templet and 
cut pieces of 24-inch steam-pipe long enough 
to reach from the bottom of the foundation 
pit through holes in templet. A pocket-stone 
would be placed in tion after the pocket 
courses of brick had been laid and the pieces 
of pipe accurately plumbed, after being 
dropped into holes in the pocket-stones. 

There was no “ getting away” from a per- 
fect hole when laying the brick, as the pipes 
formed a true guide and perfect core. When 
ready for the top stones the pipes were twisted 
out with pipe tongs, the stones laid on, pipes 
replaced and the top stones leveled with very 
little trouble and great certainty that they 
were just where they_belonged. 

February 28.—Have had an immense 
amount of trouble with floating ice, not large 
pieces, or yet anchor-ice, It comes down the 
canal and clogs the cast-iron racks terribly, 
Some days, when the temperature is just right, 
it takes the whole time of two men to keep the 
racks clear. I made a lattice of 2-inch strips 
of board, with meshes eight inches square, 
and placed the concern a few rods above the 
rack. This lattice filled the canal from bank 
to bank and was forty feet long. I put it in 
the canal this morning, and have had very 
little trouble so far from ice. 

March 1.—I have just finished four ** stuff- 
chests” or “‘ bastard digesters,” for working 
“up wood pulp. This stock comes to these mills 
in sheets, all ready to be beaten into pulp. 
They used to do it in two beating-engines, 
but I made four chests, put a good agitator in 
each chest, hung a line of shafting to drive the 
agitators, and was met by the question of how 
to stop and start each agitator at will, each 
one being rigged to run with a quarter-turn 
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belt. After a little study I determined to do 
away with eight sets of mitre gears and four 
short shafts, and to use quarter-turn belts in- 
| stead. Tight and loose pulleys were placed 

on the agitator shafts, the loose pulley up- 
permost and lined to receive the belt. To 
| Start the agitator, it was necessary to put 
| power enough on the upper side of the belt to 
make it run down on to the tight pulley. This 
was done by means of a tightener, so placed 
that it stood in the same angular plane of the 
quarter-turn belt, and at the point of contact 
between the belt and pulley. Making the 
lower side of belt the tight side, this device 
could be applied to the slack side, which was 
also the upper and guiding side, where it 
worked to perfection. 

March 2.—I find the overhead templet very 
convenient, as the engine, after setting, was 
lined direct to centre line on templet, and was 
found accurate when 
tested by the transit. 

March 4.— The 
wheel-room of this 
mill is full of bevel 
and mitre gears. 
The uproar they 
make is simply tre- 
mendous, and I be- 
lieve that fully 50 
per cent. of the en- 
ergy utilized by all 
the water-wheels is 
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bleach rooms, ele- F 
vators, &c., through 
two pairs of bevel 
gears and forty feet 
of shafting between 
gearing. It has been 
decided to put in a 
short jack-shaft in- 
stead, then belt di- 
rect from the jack-shaft to the main line. It 
will be necessary to splice the main line by 
putting on a coupling in place of the bevel 
gear, to which end the shaft must be turned 
to receive the coupling. 

March 6.—Turned off that shaft to receive a 
coupling. Six or eight large pulleys make ita 
difficult job to take down the shaft, especially 
as it passed through two brick walls. I sent to 
the machine shop and got a 36-inch saddle 
from a planer, rigged up some bridge trees, 
bolted the saddle thereon and turned the shaft 
in place by means of the cross-feed in the 
saddle. 


Sheet-Feeding Device for Calen- 
ders. 
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Illustrations are presented of a device 
intended to provide improved means for con- 
veying sheets of paper froma table by the 
side of the calender, inconsiderably elevated 
above the floor, Figure 1 being an end eleva- 
tion of the stack of rolls with the sheet-feed- 
ing devices and their operating mechanism. 
Fig. 2 is a front elevation of the upper part 
of the sheet-feeding devices (the lower part 
being broken away) and of the mechanism 
which controls their movements. 

The frame of the calendering-machine as 
shown at 2 and 3 indicates the usual calender- 
ing-rolls of the machine. To the upper end 
of the machine are suitably secured two shaft 
standards, 4, provided with suitable boxes, in 
which is hung the shaft 5, which has upon one 
end a loose clutch-pulley 6, which is given a 
rotary motion by a belt or other suitable con- 
nection, as shown in Fig. 1. On shaft 5, 
by the side of the clutch-pulley, is placed a 
clutch, 7, having the usual splined sliding at- 
tachment with the shaft and to a suitable 
standard on the top of one of the standards 
4 is pivoted an elbow lever, 8, having a fork 
thereon which engages in the usual -nan- 
ner with a gréove around the clutch. To 
the upper end of the elbow lever is rigidly 
attached a lever, 9, and to the end of the lat. 
ter are attached two shipping cords, 10, 
which "pass over pulleys attached to the ceiling 





with their free ends hanging down, one on the 
front and one on the rear side of the machine. 
On the shaft is a pulley, 11. A frame, 12, has 
its upper end supported on the shaft, the lat- 
ter rotating freely in boxes on the frame, and 
the latter extends downward by the side of the 
machine to the top of the table 13, on which 
the paper is laid which isto be calendered. On 
the frame are hung tape-guiding rolls, 14, 15, 
16, 17 and 18, and supported on the frame 
on arms which are adjustably attached to 
the latter are other tape-guiding rolls, 19, 
20, 21, 22 and 23, the latter being shown 
in dotted lines in Fig. 1. A belt, 24, is 
applied to the puiley 11, and is carried 
around the outer side of the tape-guiding 
roll 19, around the roll 17 at the lower end 
of frame 12, and against the opposite sides of 
the rolls 16, 15 and 14, and thence back to 
pulley 11, whereby the tape-guiding rolls, 
against which the 
belt bears, are given 
their requisite ro- 
tary motion. The 
roller 1g is support- 
ed in arms 25 (only 
one of which is 
shown in the draw- 
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ings), which are adjustably attached to 
the frame 12, whereby the belt 24 is kept at 
a proper tension, and the arms 26, 27 and 
28, in which the rollers 23, 22, 21 and 20 
are supported on the frame 12, are likewise 
adjustable on the latter, in order to adjust the 
tension of the tapes, which run around the 
rolls, and to provide for bringing the rollers 
23 and 22 into proper pasition at the sid< of 
the calendering-rolls, whereby the delivery of 
the sheets of paper to the latter is insured. 
The belt 24 runs in the direction indicated by 
the arrows in Fig. 1. 

Sheet-conveying tapes 29 and 30(there being 
two sets running face to face) are hung upon 
the tape-guiding rolls, as follows: The tapes 
29 run over the roll 19, in line with the belt 24, 
Fig. 1, and around roller 17, and against the 
opposite sides of rollers 16, 15 and 14, and 
from the latter toward the calender-rolls and 
around roller 23, and back to the roller 19. 
The tapes 30 run from the under side of roller 
22 against or around the opposite sides of 
rollers 21 and 20, and from the latter down- 
ward and around roller 18, at the lower end of 
the frame 12, and thence against the sides of 
the tapes 29, and following the course of the 
latter to roll 14, and from thence around roller 
22, passing under the tapes 29. Referring to 
Fig. 1, it is seen that the tape-guiding roller 
18, around which the tapes 30 run, is set a 
little below the roller 17, thereby providing for 
the introduction of sheets of paper from the 
table 13 between the tapes carried by the rolls. 
A paper-guiding plate, 31, is placed on the 
table, having an upwardly-inclined rear edge, 
32, whereby a sheet of paper which is laid 
upon the plate, and pushed backward or to- 
ward the rollers 17 and 18, has its edge guided 
upward in a suitable direction to cause it to be 
properly entered between the moving tapes 
carried by the rollers. 

Paper that is to be calendered is in prac- 
tice fed rapidly to machines of this class and 
the tendency of sheets of paper, ard particu- 
larly those which are of light weight, to be- 
come displaced between the carrying tapes 
caused by their improper introduction there- 
between renders it essential in feeding de- 
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vices of the character described that means 
sKould be provided whereby the operator who 
feeds the paper to the machine, or the one 
who receives it from the machine, can stop 
the feeding device at will, independently of 
the regular rotary movement of the calender- 
ing-rolls ; otherwise much paper is wasted 
by being improperly presented to the calen- 
dering-rolls, whereby it is wrinkled and cut. 
Another scurce of inconvenience in the use 
of paper-feeding devices without means for 
stopping them quickly at will arises from the 
feeding, inadvertently oftentimes, of several 
sheets at a time instead of one, and when 
such overfeeding occurs, unless the sheets 
can be stopped before they reach the calen- 
ders, there is danger that the latter will be 
sprung or otherwise injured by the presence 
between them of a greater thickness of paper 
than they are set to operate upon. 

To the. end that such inconveniences may 
be obviated, the clutch-pulley 6 (which has a 
continuous rotary motion by its connection 
with the machine) and the clutch 7 are applied 
to the shaft 5, which gives motion to the car- 
rying tapes, and the clutch is operated to be 
engaged with or disengaged from the clutch- 
pulley, thereby starting or stopping the sheet- 
carrying tapes by

—but when either 
of the cords 1o is 
seized and pulled by 
the operator the end of the lever g is raised, 
as shown in Fig. 2 and the clutch is disen- 
gaged from the clutch-pulley, thereby stopping 
the shaft and the sheet-carrying tapes 29 and 
30 and preventing any further supply of 
paper to the calendering-machine until the 
shipping cord is released and the lever 9 is 
allowed to drop, carrying the clutch into en- 
gagement with the pulley. 

The operator sits at the table and pushes one 
sheet of paper after another over the plate, 
causing the rear end of the sheet to slide up- 
ward when it meets the inclined edge of the 
plate and to enter between the carrying tapes 
as they come around the rolls 17 and 18; and 
each sheet is carried between the tapes up to 
the top of roll 14 and then moves with the 
tapes in an upwardly inclined direction, as 
shown in Fig. 1, to a point between the rollers 
22 and 23, where it is delivered between the 


calendering-rolls.

Practical investigators have quite re- 
cently come to the conclusion that the digester 
question is of no mean importance in these 
processes ; first, because there are not a suffi- 
cient number of successful pulp mills now in 
operation to justify the adoption of any par- 
ticular size or capacity as a standard ; second, 
the results from long and narrow, short and 
wide, oblong and round, rotary and stationary 
have thus far been so nearly parallel that no 
well-established claim for superiority in this 
respect can be maintained, and third, even 
with this mere tacit agreement on the part of 
American manufacturers as to the size, form, 
position and the like of the digester, we have 
no inflexible rule as to time, amount of pres- 
sure, strength of solution and manner of 
much preliminary treatment. Hence all 
things must be considered embryonic, and 
until order can be brought out of all this 
chaos a line of investigation should be di- 
rected at the one particular point in the pro- 
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cess which may be assumed as a comparative 
standard of excellence. 

To this end I have called upon manufactur- 
ers in general, and pulp makers in particular, 
for suggestions for a line of investigation con- 
templating some standard by which to com- 
pare results, and, so far as heard from, the 
eyes of my clientage are directed toward the 
digester as preliminary work and investigation, 
and therefore so long as sufficient suggestions 
are offered to make them interesting to all I 
shall continue my experiments with this im- 
portant accessory in pulp making. 

Before discussing the subject suggested in 
my last I will say to my Rhode Island in- 
vestigator that he may still hope. A failure 
on his part will result in success with another, 
perhaps. Furthermore, I have found that the 
iron digester may be coated with lead in such 
a manner as to be indestructible, and preclude 
the probability of the lead peeling off, as it did 
with the specimen sent. The trouble is lack 
of care in removing the dirt and oxide from 
the iron, and precipitating sufficient tin to hold 
the lead when placed in the bath. ‘The iron 
should be treated liberally with ferrocyanide 
of potash, and if hot so much the better, as 
this will remove all of the extraneous matter. 
Then it should be placed in a bath composed 
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maina few minutes and then drained, repeat- 
ing the process until the metal is well distri 
uted over the iron. This is the base for the 
lead. Now, with the bath of molten lead, 
heated sufficiently hot sothata stick of green 
maple will burn when plunged therein, plunge 
the iron well to the bottom, elevate it to the 
surface to cool a little, then plunge again. The 
iron is next to be placed in a bath of hydro- 
chloric acid, say 80 per cent., and then 
plunged in the lead bath as _ before, following 
this routine until sufficient lead has accumu- 
lated on the iron, when it is to be well washed 
in warm water, afterward rubbed off with saw- 
dust. If this is followed closely, my word for 
it there can be as much lead welded to iron 
as the latter will hold. If this is all that is 
desired for a digester, it is easy to overcome all 
obstacles. 

Regarding the utility and practical workings 
of a digester made in this way, of course, I 
am not in a positiontodecide, Theoretically, 
however, with two metals so far removed 
from each other in molecular weight, cohe- 
sion, attraction and ductility, &c., as iron and 
lead, I should consider it extremely doubtful 
if the combining power of the two would be suf- 
ficient for the purpose, and I am, therefore, 
fearful that the thing won’t work. At the 
same time I have succeeded in coating other 
metals somewhat closely allied to iron with 
lead, and these have resisted the action of 
acids without showing the least disposition to 
either flake or disintegrate, and it is among 
the possibilities that iron, especially the softer, 
more porous and spongy varieties may be 
coated so that the digester will do all that is 
required of it, more especially if, as my cor- 
respondent contemplates, the pressure is to be 
dispensed with altogether, or at least, so far 
reduced as to ‘‘ cut no figger,” as he expressed 
it, and no great strength or resisting force is 
required. The principal thing wanted is 
something that will resist the action of a 
stronger acid (say 15 per cent.), and then the 
matter is easy of solution, I will, however, 
demonstrate these two points at the earliest 
opportunity and then can decide better regard- 
ing this combination. 

Returning to the digester mentioned in my 
previous articles, and before discussing some 
new metals that have finally reached the 
laboratory, the blow-off valve is to be opened 
a little atatime. This is to prevent the solu- 
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tion from being atomized and anticipates the. 


recovery of a large proportion that would 
otherwise be lost if blown off with too great 
violence ; but as the pressure runs down the 
valve may be opened wider and wider until 
the entire capacity isconsumed, At this point

Re- 
cent arrivals have all been shipped from the 
docks on receipt and none are going into 
warehouse. Importers claim that margins are 
so close that they cannot afford to store and 
so little business is doing except on import or- 
ders. It is claimed in some quarters that 
some stock was moved this week at a slight 
advance in figures. 

There is a very good movement of goods in 
the chemical market. Bleaching powders are 
in very good demand, with the market firm 
at 1.80c. for spot lots and to arrive. Mathie- 
son’s brand is held at 1.85 to r.go0c. Caustic 
soda is quoted at 2.52% to 2.55c. for 60 per 
cent. Soda ash is unchanged in quotations, 
1% to 1%c. being the market figures. Soda 
crystals still hold at g5c. to arrive and at Ic. 
from store.

At 4:30 on Sunday morning a fire 
broke out in the four-story building at Nos. 
105, 107 and 109 Madison street, the flames 
bursting through the roof and scattering rap- 
idly to the different parts of the building, 
burning things at a furious rate before the fire 
department appeared on the scene. When the 
water was turned on it seemed like so much oil 


to the flames, but the firemen worked vigorously | 


until, without a moment's notice, the upper 
west floor in the rear fell with a great noise, 
carrying with it half a dozen patrolmen, who 
were buried under the timbers and other dé- 
bris. Their companions rushed to their res- 
cue, when the other end of the rear floor fell, 
carrying down the rescuing party. Fortu- 
nately several were immediately released, but 
others had to be chopped out, all but one be- 
ing taken out alive. It is thought that four 
will die. 

The building was occupied on the first floor 
and basement by the Goodyear Rubber Com- 
pany and Salisbury & Cline, dealers in rabber 
goods, belting, &c. Knight & Leonard, 
printers, occupied part of the second floor, all 
of the third and part of the fourth. C, W. 
Magill, printer, occupied the rear portion of 
the second floor, as did William Wilson & Co., 
bookbinders. T. S. Donohue, agent of the 
Derby Paper Company, had desk room with 
Knight & Leonard. 

Knight & Leonard estimate the value of 
their plant and stock at $100,000 and their loss 
at $50,000, with an insurance in the neighbor- 
hood of $50,000, 

William Wilson & Co. valued their plant at 
$30,000, with a possible loss of $13,000 and an 
insurance of $20,000. 

C. W. Magill’s plant and stock are valued 
at $7,000. Loss, $5,000 ; insurance, $4,000. 

Salisbury & Cline’s stock was covered 
promptly with the tarpaulins and was not in- 
jured much. Their loss is not expected to 
exceed $5,000, which is fully covered by in- 
surance. 

The Goodyear Rubber Company’s loss is 
estimated at about $85,000; insured for 
$75,000. 

The building was not considered A No. 1, but 
its imperfections were overlooked by the fire in- 
spector. It was owned by L. C. P. Freer 
and valued at $65.000; insurance not known. 

On Saturday, October 30, Judge Tuley en- 
tered a decree foreclosing the mortgages given 
by the Dalziel National Printing Company to 
D. H. Tolman, Frederick P. Read and Charles 
H. Aldrich. There is due to the Peninsular 
Paper Company under the mortgages $29,- 
739-30, and to Charles H. Aldrich $45,396.29, 
with interest in each case. The Peninsular 
Paper Company's claim is made a first and 
Aldrich’s claim a second lien on the property 
in the premises Nos. 217 to 225 Dearborn 
street, subject to the right of Charles C. 
Heisen, lessor of the property, for a landlord’s 
lien for $4,767.28 for rent. The receiver of 
the Dalziel National Printing Company is or- 
dered to sell the property of the company No- 
vember 12 if the amounts are not paid, the 
leasehold interest to be disposed of separately 
from the goodwill and other property. If the 
amount realized by the sale is not sufficient to 
pay all the indebtedness, the decree provides 
that the Dalziel Nacional Printing Company 
be made liable for the deficiency. 

Paul E. Tabel is brought into prominence 
again.

A Co-operative French Paper Mill.

among these we single out one of special in- 
terest to our readers, viz., that of Mr Laroche 
Joubert, who founded the co-operative paper 
mills at Angouléme. 

He started in 1868, and the effect of the 
adoption of this system has been to benefit 


the workmen. The wages of both male and 
female workers were increased the first year, 
and have grown for the former from 40 frs. 
and 50 frs. in 1868 to roo frs. and 11o frs. in 
1883 ;

Co-operation was begun by giving an inter- 
est in the business to a certain number of the 


that of women has grown from about 
to about 70 frs. within the same 


older and most capable workmen, and by 
giving to each hand 1 fr. for every 1,000 
kilogs. of increased produce yearly. This at 


once produced an increase of from 25 to 50 
per cent. in the output, and each workman 
thus received as his share an increment of 10, 
15 or 20 frs., as the case might be, per month. 

Of the 46 members who composed the staff, 
15 were workmen who invested from 3,000 frs. 
to 10,000 frs. in the business ; but Mr. La- 
roche Joubert was anxious to get the workmen 
in general to save, in order that each should 
have a chance of becoming a partner. 

He divided the hands into various groups, 
allotting different rates of profits amongst each 
group. Thus there is a part put aside for 
division according to the salaries received, and 
another for the overseers and chief employees, 
of 10 per cent. of the total yearly profit made. 

Twelve per cent. of the net profits are put 
aside for division amongst customers who have 
bought at least 200 frs. worth of paper during the 
year. The division is made according to the 
amount purchased. Special rewards are given 
to workmen for long service and good work, 
or for special merit in the case of the superior 
employees. 

Though the divisions are made according to 
their salaries by the workmen and the com- 
missions of customers, the president of the 
council of management and the two managers 
apportion to each group the sums to be 
divided, and the profits and salaries vary very 
much in the different groups, as well as the 
‘recompenses for services rendered. No com- 
plaints of individuals respecting the manner 
of distribution of the profits are entertained. 

The following isthe exact manner in which 
the general distribution of profits is made : 

ro per cent. to the reserve fund. 

20 per cent. to the president of the council and the 
two managers. 

10 per cent. to the overseers, &c. 

12 per cent. to customers (clients, co-opérateurs). 

3 per cent. to wages. 

1 per cent. to the deposit fund (déposants co-opéra- 
teurs). 

44 per cent. to members and those who have sub- 
scribed to the business capital. 

In case of losses, only those who have sub- 
scribed to the business capital are liable to 
share in them. 

All workmen and employees of good char- 
acter, who have been two years in the estab- 
lishment, may receive permission from the 
manager to put their earnings in the business 
to an amount not exceeding 5,000 frs. These 
deposits receive interest at 5 per cent. and a 
fraction, as above mentioned, of the profits. 
These deposits are in turn admitted to form 
the business capital of the house, according as 
members retire or the business capital be in- 
creased. In this way the interest of the work- 
men in the house is gradually increasing. 

The following was the composition of the 
business capital :

the business, or to examine the books, except- 


| ing those which give the details of the distri- 


bution of profits. 

Mr. Laroche Joubert, in his evidence before 
the French Commission on Co-operation of 
1883, attributes the success of the house to 
the workmen's sharing the profits. The busi- 
ness is not liable to strikes, and there is great 
zeal displayed by the hands, who rarely leave 
the house. He, personally, has been a gainer 
by the co-operation introduced by him. His 
brother, who objected to the system, continued 
business on the old lines, and failed. In his

If there be 4,000 available hands in a town, 
says Mr. Joubert, and the two mills between 
them employ that number, the mill that has 
the 2,000 best hands attracted to it by a share 
of the profits must be the most successful of 
the two.— Printing Times and Lithographer.

Bleaching Wood. 





This is a process for bleaching wood 
pulp a pure white, or for producing a pure 
white fibre from the products of any of the al- 
kaline processes, ata low cost. 

The first step is the preparation of a su/phide 
of lime. After the pulp is made in the usual 
way and washed, before it is discharged from 
the washer, a small amount of the sulphide of 
lime is introduced, with water enough to move 
it with the part of the machine made for that 
purpose. After the sulphide of lime is thor- 
oughly mixed through the mass of pulp, a 
small quantity of sulphuric acid is added, which 
decomposes the sulphide of lime, combining 
with it and liberating the sulphurous acid. Dur- 
ing this chemical change quite a percentage of 
oxygen is freed or developed, and in its nascent 
State is very active, and with the free sul- 
phurous acid cleanses and partially bleaches 
the pulp and frees it from the obstacles that 
have always barred the way of making these 
kinds of pulp perfectly white. In an hour’s 
time this treatment is complete, and more wa- 
ter is let in and the charge rinsed thoroughly, 
when it is ready for the chlorine bath, where 
it will soon be made perfectly white with a 
trifling expense. 

There is no particular apparatus required 
for this treatment. The machines now used 
for washing and bleaching pulp in the paper 
mills and manufactories are all that is requiged 
to carry this process into effect, with the addi- 
tion of the apparatus to make the sulphide of 
lime.

Results of American Competition. 





The manufacture of fancy paper, 
chromos, Christmas, New-Year and birthday 
cards, paper for bouquets, &c., which was 
once a flourishing branch of industry at Berlin, 
has suffered severely in recent years, owing to 
overproduction and consequent keen competi- 
tion. The increase in duties and the fact that 
other countries, formerly good customers, 
have introduced the manufacture, have also 
contributed to the depression. Competition 
in the United States has almost annihilated 
the trade there, and has also seriously affected 
that with Central and South America. Eng- 
land, which at one time took half the produc- 
tion of Berlin, is taking less every year, and 
the warehouses of most of the English firms 
dealing in those articles are full to overtlow- 
ing. If the trade with other European coun- 
tries (with the exception of France and Russia, 
where competition with native products has 
become utterly impossible) is still maintained, 
this must be attributed to the energy and en- 
terprise of the Berlin manufacturers, who are 
striving to keep their hold upon those markets 
by producing really good articles, the originals 


of which are designed by artists. —Paper and

our friend makes no suggestions, thus leaving 
us with the choice of two or more courses. In 
the one instance all of the solution may be 
blown off, by which means the larger propor- 
tion of the solution may be recovered in its 
full strength, less the exhaustion by its 
action on the mass. This liquor may be 
further stfengthened by condensation, and 
with the tests made thus far about 70 per cent. 
of the original amount of the same quality of 
solution was recovered and can thus be used 
indefinitely by adding less than a third of new 
solution. At this point it has been suggested 
that the spent liquor should be returned in its 
weakened condition and a new liquor made suffi- 
ciently stronger to make the whole the required 
strength. Not having settled this as yet by 
demonstration I cannot speak to a certainty, 
but in all trials I have never succeeded in 
materially changing liquor, save by-evapora- 
tion, while in mixing different strengths, &c., 
failing to combine without loss. 

To secure this large yield from the spent 
solution the blow-off valve should be closed 
and the force-pump which connects with the 
perforated pipe on the inside of the digester 
started and a hot weak liquor pumped which 
acts kindly with the spent solution. When 
this plan is adopted the blow-off valve ‘should 
be disconnected until a sufficient amount of 
weak liquor is. forced.into the digester, and if 
rotary it should be turned afew times. The 
blow-off pipe> can -now be attached, and 
all of the liquor pumped in blown out. The 
steam-pressure, however, should be carefully 
watched, and sufficient kept on the coil to ac- 
complish this end. At the conclusion of this, 
the force pump may be again started and 
warm water forced through, thoroughly satu- 
rating, after which the blow-off pipe is redis- 
connected and the mass agitated. If, as stated 
in the foregoing, a rotary digester is used, it 
should be made to revolve a few times slowly 
while-this is going on, and eventually brought 
to a standstill with the man-heads on top ; 
these are then taken out and the pulp may be 
easily emptied into temporary tanks below.

Lining for Digesters. 





Yet another method of lining digesters 
intended for use in the manufacture of bisul- 
phite fibre has been devised and patented. 
In this instance the process is as follows : 

Litharge and borate of lead are carefully 
ground and mixed together in the proportion 
of about ten pounds of the former to one of 
the latter. The mixed powder is then melted 
in a pot so constructed that the gas from the 
fire cannot come in contact with the contents 
of the pot on account of its reducing action. 
The powder itself is such a poor conductor of 
heat that it has been found necessary to bring 
all parts of the melting-pot to a red heat and 
to stir the mixture constantly. After the mix- 
ture is thoroughly melted the pot is removed 
from the furnace and allowed to stand until 
the mixture, constantly stirred meanwhile, is 
free from bubbles, when it is slowly poured 
into a heavy mold, the bottom of which has 
the shape of the digester-section that is to be 
coated. Both the melting and the cooling 
should be done as quickly as possible to pre- 
vent the reduction to lead. 

To separate from the mixture any reduced 
lead formed in the melting, the pot, near its 
bottom, is provided with a ledge, which keeps 
back the heavy reduced lead when the melted 
mixture is poured out into the mold. After 
the cake which forms in the mold is removed 
therefrom it is clamped within an iron band, 
and thus.clamped is provided with long han- 
dles, by which it may be manipulated without 
exposing the workmen to an unbearable de- 
gree of heat. In the meantime the section of 
the digester which is to be lined is mounted 
upon slowly-revolving rollers and heated to a 
red heat by. jets of gas mixed with air to burn 
with a blue flame, the number and size of the 
jets depending upon the weight of the casting. 
The cake is now introduced axially through 
the section to be lined and pressed down by 
the handles, the workmen standing on either 
side. This continues until the slowly-revolv- 
ing casting has melted off from the cake and 
received a uniform coating or lining. Such 
portions of the edges of the casting as are not 
affected by the process thus far described are 
coated by a lump of the mixed material of any 
shape that will allow it to be held in tongs or 
any suitable instrument. , 

In practice the end sections of the digester 
may be lined with sheet-lead. 

It is obvious that by observing proper pro- 
portions other oxides of lead may be substi- 
tuted for the litharge, since they necessarily 
reduce to litharge in following the process. 
The same is true of carbonate of lead and 
nitrate of lead. 

In practical use the lining of the digester 
thus formed works in the same manner as an 
ordinary lead lining—that is, after a few boil- 
ings there is formed upon either lining a sur- 
face coating of sulphate of lead, which, while 
it is harmless to act upon the wood treated in 
the digester, protects the glaze of this lining 
just as it protects the sheet-lead of the ordi- 
nary lining. 
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Sizing Material ‘for Paper Mak- 
ers’ Use. 





Two new processes for manufacturing 
sizing material have just been patented. The 
purpose of one is to produce a cellular or 
porous aluminous compound Consisting chiefly 
of sulphate of magnesia and sulphate of alu- 
mina and water, or of sulphate of zinc and 
sulphate of alumina and water, or of a n.ixture 
of these materials, and which will not appre- 
ciably affect such colors or pigments as are 
used in paper making—as, for example, ultra- 
marine blue. 

Any natural or artificial aluminous material 
free from iron, suchas kaolin or precipitated 
hydrate of alumina, is treated in the usual 
manner with sulphuric acid to obtain a solu- 
tion of sulphate of alumina. Insoluble mat- 
ter suspended in this solution may be removed 
in the ordinary way, or it may be left in the 
solution until the subsequent treatment has 
been ‘performed. 

The solution of sulphate of alumina is treat- 
ed with oxide of zinc, oxide of magnesium, 
the carbonates or bicarbonates of these metals, 
or with a mixture of two or more of these ma- 
terials, to renderthe solution neutral or basic, 
so that the aluminous compound finally ob- 
tained will not have a destructive effect upon 
colors. These substances may be used ina 
powdered condition, or stirred up in water, 
and the aluminous. solution treated may be hot 
orcold. In some cases two pounds ot neu- 
tralizing material to one hundred pounds of 
finished product will suffice; in other cases, 
especially if the solution contains free acid, 
the use of more neutralizing material will be 
necessary. Should the solution at this stage 
of the process contain any insoluble im- 
purities, they may be removed by any 
of the well-known means, such, for 
stance, as subsidence or filtration. In some 
cases itis preferred to add the neutralizing 
material to a cleared solution, as, for in- 
stance, when oxide of zinc is employed ; in 
others, the neutralizing material is preferably 
added before the impurities have been re- 
moved, as in cases where natural carbonate 
of magnesia is employed, as carbonate of 
magnesia contains a larger-or smaller quan- 
tity of silicates and other insoluble matter, 
and would, therefore, if added to the cleared 
solution, make it milky and require the clear- 
ing process to be repeated. « 

This now basic solution of sulphate of mag- 
nesium and sulphate of alumina, or of sulphate 
ot zinc and sulphate of alumina, is placed in 
suitable vessels, and evaporated to a density 
which . will cause the mass "when cold to be- 
come hard. It 1s preferred to concentrate the 
solution until it has reached a density of 60° 
to 65° Baumé (more or less). After this con- 
centration has been reached the fire is with- 
drawn and the mass is left to cool. 

When it has reached a point of temperature 
at which it becomes pasty or semi-fluid, a 
small quantity of bicarbonate of soda is rapidly 
stirred in. The carbonic-acid gas which is 
disengaged by the action of the heat and by 
chemical action permeates the mass, and is 
retained therein by reason of the pasty condi- 
tion of the partially-congealed compound, 
rendering the compound porous or vesicular. 
At this stage of the process the mass is emp- 
tied into suitable receptacles to quickly 
harden. It may, after it has been broken 
into pieces or fragments of the required size, 
be packed into barrels ready for the market. 

In the second process ordinary aluminous 
material containing iron, such as bauxite or 
alum clay, is powdered or finely divided, and, 
if necessary, is roasted. In a suitable vessel 
this aluminous material is treated with a 
requisite quantity of hot or cold sulphuric 
acid. . The strength or density of the sulphuric 
acid employed is optional. Good results have 
been obtained by the use of ordinary chamber 
acid, or an acid of, say, 50° Baumé. In most 
cases a violent reaction will soon take place , 
therefore, to prevent overflow, water or weak 
liquors from a previous operations should 
from time to time be sprinkled over the mass, 

After this action has ceased, should the 
mass be not already sufficiently diluted to pre- 
vent it from hardening, water or weak liquor | 
from previous operations should be added. 
The solution is now cleared from the sus- 
pended particles of silica, undecomposed raw 
materials, or other impurities, by subsidence or 
filtration, and is placed in suitable vessels, 
preferably lead-lined tanks. In these tanks 
the liquor is treated with a sufficient quantity 
of metallic zinc to reduce the ferric oxide pres- 
ent into ferrous oxide, and the solution, if not 


in- 


already sufficiently neutral or basic, is treated | 


with the proper amount of oxide of zinc, ox- 
ide of magnesium, or other suitable neutraliz- 
ing agent. 

It is to be understood that metallic zine in 
any state of division, such as zinc dust, 
scrap, sheet zinc, spelter, feathered spelter, 
or scrap zinc of any description, may be ein- 
ployed. No special temperature at which the 
process described shall be practised is speci- 
fied.. Hot solutions, however, will expedite 
it. , After the chemical reaction is terminated, 
which will be evidenced by a cessation of the 
evolution of hydrogen gas and a disappear- 
ance of the metallic zinc, the solution is, in 
any of the usual ways, freed from any foreign 
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‘particles which it may contain, and is cheah 
in veSsels or tanks, in which it is brought to a 
higher state of concentration by heat. 

‘When the solution has been brought to such 
a degree of concentration that it will harden 
when cold, that is, to a density of about 60° 
to 65 Baumé (more or less), it is allowed to 
cool, and when it has become thick and viscid 
a proper ‘quantity of bicarbonate of soda is 
sprinkled over and is quickly and thoroughly 
stirred into the mass, which is then placed in 
suitable receivers or on cooling-floors.. The 
freed carbonic-acid gas is retained by and 
within the pasty mass of the partially-cooled 
compound, whereby the compound is made 
porous or cellular. It may when cold be 
crushed into lumps of suitable sizes ready for 
the market. 

It is obvious that a reduction of ferric oxide 
into ferrous oxide may be effected by other 
means than by the use of metallic zinc. Ithas 
been found that sulphurous acid, sulphureted 
hydrogen, sulphites, bisulphites and hyposul- 
phites, as well as sulphides of polysulphides of 
the alkalies, alkaline earths or metals, may be 


employed for the purpose.

Now that the elections are over, we re- 
alize the comforting assurance that very 
little disturbance is to arise from attempts 
to foist free trade upon an unwilling peo- 
ple. The apostles of this British policy 
have been mostly disposed of by the fail- 
ure of constituencies to return them to 
Congress. Legislation with a view to 
weakening the tariff is not, therefore, one 
of the near possibilities. 





SINCE the subsidized German steamers 
began their trips to Shanghai and other 
Eastern ports, the goods traffic and the 
mail matter has largely increased over 
their lines. This shows how effective 
direct communication by steam can be in 
extending trade and opening business re- 
lations. The Germans have got hold of

the work of enlarging their foreign com- 
merce in the right way. They cannot but 
realize benefit from keeping in constant 
contact with other countries and markets. 
When will American political sagacity 
attain as-much wisdom ? 





IN spite of the existing wretched con- 
dition of the Spanish paper-making in- 
dustry, we read in the Correspondencia de 
Espana that the co-operative labor so- 
cieties of Granada, Andalusia, have in- 
dyced the operatives in the paper mills 
to strike for one hour less work per 
diem and two rials (the rial equals five 
cents American) additional daily wages. 
Two hundred men were reported on 
strike and receiving pecuniary aid from 
the societies named. Much more of this 
sort of business may result in the extinc- 
tion of paper making in the Spanish 
peninsula. 





THE competition of private post-offices 
in Germany has produced a serious effect 
on the revenues of the Imperial Post-office 
Department. This competition is only 
allowed within municipal limits and is 
carried on at much lower rates than the 
legal postage. There is a demand for a re- 
duced postal rate for local mail matter and 
it is expected that the effect produced 
by private enterprise will bring it about. 
This is as much a matter of propriety and 
necessity in thiscountry. The local post- 
age rate ought to be at least half of that 
fixed for mail matter sent beyond the 
limits of local delivery. 





THE annual statement of the Thode 
Paper Manufacturing Company, of Hains- 
berg, Germany, shows that, despite the 
prohibition of Sunday work in the paper 
mills of that country, there is continued 
overproduction, although this prohibition 
reduced the company’s output some three 
hundred and twenty tons during the 
twelvemonth ended September 3p. Prices 
of paper are reported to have steadily 
declined, but notwithstanding this the 
company, after making liberal provision 
for its sinking fund, &c., has declared a 
dividend of 7 per cent. as against 11 per 
cent. last year. We presume that low 


wages and close management have en- 
abled this concern to hold its own so well.

GERMAN papers are congratulating their 
readers upon the increase of exports from 
Germany to this country during the fiscal 
year closed September 30. The figures 
certainly show an increase when compared 
with the exports of last year, but are still 
behind those of preceding years. We are 
glad to note that they do not appear to 
affect our paper trade to any extent, the 
only increase—and that small— being 
noted in fancy papers and paper boxes. 
But even in these we ought to be able to 
control our own market. The increase is 
largely in the way of textiles, dress trim- 
mings and the like, and the Germans hail 
it as indicative of renewed prosperity in 
the United States, with favorable reaction 
upon their own industrial interests,

PAPER-STOCK IMPORTS. 


The total imports of rags and paper 
stock at the port of New York during the 
month ended October 31, as reported, 
were 41,573 bales, an increase over the cor- 
responding month of last year of 9,268 
bales, and an increase compared with 
October, 1884, of 24,291 bales. There was 
an increase over last year in rags of 2,287 
bales. Manilla stocks show a decrease of 
6,214 bales, and old papers an increase of 
1,248 bales. Wood pulp shows an increase 
of 11,947 packages. The total figures in 
each class of stock during the month of 
October, tor the years 1886, 1885 and 
1884, are as follows:

Well, there has been water enough, 
hasn't there? I hope so, and that none of the 
paper makers are praying for rain—tltat is, 
provided they are effective in that way. 


Some of the people across the “big 
pond” are advising buyers of chemicals to go 
slow and not to be in a hurry to buy bleach, 
but to purchase as wanted, as prices may go 
lower. Perhaps all this friendly advice is 
predicated on the suggestion which appeared 
in THe JOURNAL not long ago. Should the 
English combination be broken up there will 
be a slump, sure. 


Talking about bleach, one of those 
same foreigners is said to be working out a 
process of bleaching by mixing chloride of 
magnesium with the pulp, and by passing a 
current of electricity through the mass develop- 
ing the chlorine and oxidizing the pulp. 


Some of the English papers are making 
fun of the exports of American papers. They 
have a right to, for there isn’t much enterprise 
in this direction among our manufacturers. If, 
however, the Yankee paper maker should get 
“riled,” and start out with ‘‘ blood in his eye,” 
it may be safely calculated that he will do 
something or burst—his boiler. 


Some of the paper manufacturers seem 
to have been on the winning side in the recent 
political contests. George West, of this State, 
will again grace the halls of Congress, as will 
also William Whiting, of Massachusetts. 


C. B. Clark, of the Kimberly & Clark 
Company, Neenah, Wis., will join them, and 
will hereafter be entitled to place ‘‘ Hon.” as a 
handle to his name. 


A short time agoa certain paper manu- 
facturer concluded that trade was going to the 
‘*demnition bow-wows,” and said that if he 


could not buy his stock lower and sell his pa- 


per higher he was going to shut down. Now 
he is cheerful again ; says that he has renewed 
his contracts for paper at the same and in 
some instances at slightly better prices, while 
he will risk his chances at beating down the 
prices of stock. 


Guess he must have had a fit of the 
blues when he made his rash promise to shut 
down, 


The manilla men are going to get to- 
gether on Wednesday next in this city, and 
will probably attempt to adjust prices on a 
better basis than they now are. If they act in 
harmony, and pull together, the result will 
probably be accomplished. 


About two hundred and fifty bales of 
gunny bagging ran afoul of a ‘‘ dock order” 
this week and were put in store, but are now 
out and on their way rejoicing. The lesson 
to be drawn from this transaction is that when 


people buy goods they ought to take them 
promptly when they get the delivery order. 


The business of importing rags does 
not seem to be one of all profit. At least I 
judge so, for om dit that one firm in this line 
acknowledges a loss of $25,000 in the last 
year, or year and a half, because of the various 
troubles incident to the business, 


I hear that a young man who divides 
his attention between paper and paper stock 
is interested also in a new venture in the 
lunch-room line. First thing you know he 
will be serving his customers sulphite salad, 
flour-sack manilla on the half-shell, jute-rope 
pie, &c. Then, you know, his customers 
will need new digesters, 


Ahem, just speaking of elections, re- 
minds me of a little something. During the 
‘*heat of the canvass”—this is the regular 
mode of expression—someone signing him- 
self ‘‘ Paper Maker,” and whom I suspect 
took much personal interest in the matter, 
wrote to a Holyoke paper as follows : 

“I think the paper-mill employees and 
others have only to look at the mills in which 
Mr. James H. Newton is interested to see that 
he meant business in his endeavors to shorten 
the hours of labor, and to him belongs the 
credit of making a beginning in the right di- 
rection. A good many paper makers will 
remember the time and trouble it took to 
in the 
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ployees and their friends will think of this 
and send Mr. Newton to Boston with a hand- 
some majority. He would be of great use to 
them there, as I can’t see why the ten-hour law 
can’t apply to paper as well as other mills.” 


Mr. Newton, I see, “got left.” This 
pathetic appeal was seemingly not appreciated 
and it did him no good. According to latest 
reports he was elected—to stay at home. 


From such little knowledge as I pos- 
sess of the views of the working paper mak- 
kers, I am led to think that. they didn’t and 
don't look on it in that light. Perhaps Mr. 
N. knows how it is himself to wait another 
year. 


But patience is a good thing.

Trade Talks. 


John S. Porter, of Charles P. Sumner & Co., 
New York.—There has been a fair demand for 
paper stock, and complaint is not so much of 
the volume of business as of prices, which 
have been uncommonly low. The chemical 
market has been showing more life. Owing 
to the strengthening of the combination on the 
other side and higher freights, prices have 
gone up, and while arrivals have been free, 
the stock offering in the market is very small. 
I understand that many of the Western mills 
have bought up to the first of the year, and so 
were not hurt by the advance. Eastern man- 
ufacturers, however, I do not think have been 
so fortunate. 


C. Cooper Clark, President Salmon River 
Company, New York.—Business with us is 
very good and we are busy at the mill. We have 
commenced to run on colored poster paper, 
and only this morning I took orders enough to 
keep us going for three or four weeks on this 
grade. The market for news paper has been 
beaten down partly by some of the small 
mills, which have had to sell their product at 
a sacrifice, while the keen competition on 
large contracts has also done a great deal in 
the same line. We, however, are making a 
very fine grade of news and are getting a 
better price than what at present seems to be 
the market. The talk about sulphite has also 
had an effect in cheapening paper, and yet I 
do not believe that sulphite is to be a success. 
I think the men who are going into it will 
lose money. It does not hold its color and 
for that reason and for the other reason that 
there is not so much substance to it, it cannot 
enter into the manufacture of higher grades 
of paper. The paper made from it is not so 
“opaque” as that made from ground wood, 
and in order to get the same degree of opaque- 
ness fully 25 per cent. of material must be 
used. Ground wood can be produced much 
cheaper and gives better results when used in 
the cheaper grades of paper.

An Occasion for Suicide. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 


It is a common idea that stock which has 
been beaten in three or four hours will work 
as well on the machine and make as good thin 
papers as if allowed to remain in the engine 
from twelve to eighteen hours. In making 
this statement I allude to tissue manillas, but, 
of course, tea and thin news papers are upon 
the same footing. It often happens while 
running on heavy papers that an order comes 
in fora light sheet. The chestis probably half 
full of stuff, but no matter about that, the thin 
paper must be made. The machine-tender 
says ‘‘all right,” and he goes to work, but 
after a while finds that he cannot get the sheet 
down to the weight without filling the room 
with waste paper. This is where the engineer 
oftentimes gets confused and he is placed, as 
the saying goes, ‘‘ between the devil and the 
deep sea.” Finding that he cannot give satis- 
faction either to himself, his employer or the 
machine-tender, he gradually falis into a state 
of melancholy which is liable at any moment 
to lead to suicide. The engineer can readily 
see how things should be, but as the tackling 
is calculated for beating stock for heavy paper 
he can see no other way of getting out of the 
difficulty than by adding more hard stock or 
giving the stock more time in the engine.

I have nothing to say against soda or bisul- 
phite processes, I even think that their appear- 
ance was a high necessity for increasing the 
manufacture of such a needful material as pa- 
per, but I believe that by and by time will 
prove the superiority of genuine rag pulp over 
any chemically-made pulp. 

_ A written document or a classical book will 
remain valuable, because unaltered by the 
action of time or of climatic influences, if made 
out of a pure, good rag pulp. Will this be 
the case with documents or books made of 


| chemical pulps ? 


That is the question and therefore those 
who presently pretend that the time for rags is 





gone may be surprised to: learn some day. that 


itis only to come. 

Nothing is lost in this world, and-I am 
therefore, confident-that-rags will always be 
gathered. They are the daily bread of the un- 
fortunate and nothing can shut out of the mar- 
kets such a useful and superior material. Per- 
haps the competition of wood, straw, esparto 
and chemical pulp will lower the present price 
of rags, but it is undeniable that the very day 
when the price of rag pulp will range with 
that of any chemical pulp of equal quality, 
there is not a single paper maker but would 
quickly return to rags. 

And if the only existing difference between 
the two pulps is in the price, a disappearance 
of rags from foreign markets is quite impossi- 
ble. For illustration, in this country people 
who gather rags used to buy a few pounds of 
them with a handful of baked melon seeds or 
a pair of.dried apples, but if lower prices are 
still in store for rags, half a handful of the one 
and a single specimen Of the other will @6 as 
well until the day shall come when chemical 
competition shall make a drug of rags and that 
the housemaid shall give them away for ‘noth- 
ing. It will be a happy time for a poor packer 
when rags will be cheaper than any other ma- 
terials. LH

THE MONEY MARKET. — The stock 
market has been quiet, firm and without im- 
portant change. The money market has been 
firm and irregular. Call loans have ranged 
4@9 per cent., 6 per cent. being the ruling rate.

Sterling has been spesiley is quiet. Posted 
rates closed at $4.81% for sixty days’ and 
$4.85 fordemand. Rates for actual business 
were as follows: Sixty days’ sight, $4.803/ 
@4.81; demand, $4.84 @ 4.84% ; cables, 
$4.843@4.85 ; commercial, $4.79@4.79%. 
Continental bills were quoted as follows: 
Franes, 5.25 and 5.22%; reichsmarks, 94% 
and 95; guilders, 40 and 40%. Government 
bonds were firm, and the only reported sale 
was $10,000 4's, registered, 1907, at 1285éc. 
Railroad bonds were in fair demand and prices 
show a higher tendency. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—The paper mar- 
ket is in fair condition so far as the volume of 
business is concerned. There is a very fair 
all-round demand, and goods are moving 
quite freely. Prices, however. are still a 
cause’ of complaint, and none of the lines 
have as yet realized an advance. The mills 
are busy, and those which have been troubled 
with low water have been relieved somewhat 
on that score owing to the recent rains. The 
local market is in a fair way as to demand. 
None of the grades show any special features, 
and on the whole trade is about as when last 
reviewed. Further details as to the Scribner 
contract have developed. The paper to be 
used in the advertising pages is to be supplied 
at 6(c,, the machine-finished at 8c. and the 
supercalendered at gc. News men are fig- 
uring on some new contracts, and two city 
dailies will before long claim some of their 
attention. Manillas are holding their own. 
A call has been issued for a meeting of the 
Eastern Manilla Division of the American 
Paper Manufacturers’ Association, to be held 
on Wednesday next at eleven A. M. in the 
Metropolitan Hotel in this city. An effort 
will probably be made to improve prices. 
Straw Wrappings are having a wider distribu- 
tion, especially on shipping account. Prices 
are no higher, although they are steady. at 
present rates. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The Jute Butt market is 
firmer. We note sales of 500 bales paper 
quality at 15¢c. and 250 bales bagging at 2c. 
The market closed higher, 1c. cash being 
declined and final figures were 1 11-16@1Xc. 
The ship Sundt arrived during the week with 
5,850 bales, mostly sold to manufacturers.

COAL.—Anthracite quotations are as fol- 
lows at New York ports : 


Saward’s Coal Trade Journal says: ‘' The 
trade has kept up in a remarkable way, if one 
were to view the market in its entirety ; there 
may be some weakness locally, but the general 
report is of a very fair condition, likely to 
continue throughout this month. As for the 
month of December, one finds various opin- 
ions prevailing ; with some the idea is that we 
shall be able to run to a good-sized output, for 
there are many nooks and corners which have 
not a full supply. With others the idea is 
that the output should be a very severe reduc- 
tion from this month, say not over two mil- 
lions of tons, or the prices will suffer. It ap- 
| pears to us that the country will demand more 
coal than before, during the winter months, 
and with an average tonnage the price need be 
no lower than is now ruling, at any point. 
The meeting of the New York sales agents on 
the 30th agreed to hold to former prices and 
make no move toward an advance before the 
15th inst. A solid realization of the present 
list would, as we have stated before, give as 
good a result as could be expected, after such 
a long period of low prices. At the meeting 
of the Western Joint Committee of Fifteen it 
was agreed to hold to the former prices for 
November deliveries. The line and city prices 
of hard white ash coal at Schuylkill Haven 
made for the month of November are: Lump 
and Steamboat, $2.50; Broken and Chestnut, 
$2.75 ; Stove and Small Stove, $3; Pea, $1.25. 
At a meeting of the Chicago Coal Exchange 
the retail price was advanced 25 cents per ton 
for November. This makes the price of Nut 
and Stove coal $7 per ton, and Egg and Range 
$6.75. In the interior the trade keeps up very 
well indeed, and the demand is for coal *‘ at 
any price’ just at present. It is complained 
that orders at the new prices are not coming 
in from the Eastward; there is still a large 
amount of coal due at something below the 
present schedule rates, and this must be 
forwarded before the full rates can be had. 
Bituminous is being shipped in larger quanti- 
ties; prices are higher West and Southwest, 
but at the East there is no great ‘strength

Aucust BRENTANO. 

August Brentano, the well-known stationer, 
who for many years lived in this city, died on 
Tuesday in Chicago.

An Ingenious Invention. 





To give to oyster and fruit labels and 
other bright-colored printing matter the glossed 
and brilliant appearance that is so much ad- 
mired, it is necessary that they should be 
varnished. This has heretofore been the 
cause of a great deal of trouble, for the reason 
that the sheets, after the labels were varnished, 
would have to be spread out singly to dry, 
consequently a considerable space for drying- 
racks was required, to say nothing of the 
delay in waiting for the work to dry and the 
labor lost in handling the sheets. The mat- 
ter of doing away entirely with the racks has 
engaged the attention for some time past of a 
Baltimore man who, it is said, has achieved a 
wonderful success in a machine invented by 
him to do the work described. It entirely 
revolutionizes the old method of doing work. 
With this machine the work can be done with 
the same facility and dispatch as any ordinary 
printing is done. The sheets are fed to the 
glosser in the same manner as to a printing- 
press, and are automatically taken to a hot- 
air chamber in a drying-machine attached to 
the glosser. After traveling the length of the 
hot-air chamber they are returned by an in- 
genious contrivance to another portion of the 
machine, and automatically conveyed through 
acold-air chamber and delivered on a receiver, 
thoroughly dry in all their parts and ready to be 
handled. To work this novel and interesting 
machine requires no more help than an or- 
dinary printing-press, while its capacity to 
gloss and dry is ten thousand sheets per day 
of ten hours,

Red Coloring-Matter. 





Paranitrotoluol is converted into‘ its 
monosulpho compound by being heated with 
fuming sulphuric acid, and the sodium salt 
thereof, by being treated with caustic soda- 
lye, is transferred into a red condensation 
product. The latter, by reducing it in an 
alkaline or a cidulous solution, is converted 
into a new amido-sulpho acid, hardly soluble 
in water and in alcohol, the principal charac- 
teristics of which are that its diazo derivates, 
in combination with aromatic amines and 
phenols, and also with the sulpho and carbon 
compounds of them, form dyestuffs which 
can be fixed on cotton without mordant and’ 
stand soaping. 

Following is an example of the manner in 
which this red coloring-matter may be pre- 
pared: Thirty kilogs. of the sodium salt of the 
new amido-sulpho acid are dissolved in water 
and diazotized by means of ten kilogs. nitrate 
and thirty-five kilogs. of concentrated muriatic 
acid. The diazo body precipitates on cooling, 
and after standing is brought into reactio 
with twenty-eight to thirty-five kilogs. of a 
mixture of betanaphthylamine and betanaph- 
thylamine sulpho-acid. The color is imme- 
diately produced, is converted into its sodium 
salt, anddried. According to the shade to be 
obtained, more or less of the one or the other 
of the two components of said mixture is em- 
ployed. 

By increasing the amount of the betanaph- 
thylamine sulpho-acid a more brilliant color 
is obtained, while a darker color is obtained 
by allowing the betanaphthylamine to be in 
excess. By dispensing with the one or the 
other of the two components the extremes of 
these shades are attained. This way manu- 
factured it forms a dark brownish-red powder, 
dissolving in water with an intense purple 
color, in concentrated sulphuric acid with a 
beautifully-dark blue. An aqueous solution, 
when treated with hydrochloric acid, renders 
a deep blue precipitate. 

This dyestuff principally excels by dyeing 
a beautiful purple without any mordants. 





Wood Pulp Substitutes for Plaster. 


The proprietors of the Sognedal Pulp 
Factory in Norway have succeeded, after sev- 
eral years’ experimenting, in utilizing wood 
pulp for the manufacture of the kinds of building 
ornaments which are generally made in plaster- 
of-paris. The pulp is first ground from wood, 
and then, by a machine, pressed into any kind 
of ornament, such as ceilings, friezes, bas- 
reliefs, rosettes, &c., which are quite as well 
finished as similar articles in plaster-of-paris. 

Another feature is that the articles made 
from the pulp show painting or gilding to great 
advantage. Tests have also been made with 
regard to their strength, by dropping them 
from various heights or hurling them against 
stone walls, the results being highly satisfac- 
tory. Thus, for instance, a bar of this mate- 
rial one foot in length, one inch in thickness 
and five inches in width, neither broke nor 
sustained any serious injury on being hurled 
with full force against a stone wall a couple of 
yards distant. Naturally, too, this material is

far lighter than plaster-of-paris—an important 
advantage, as no great harm would be caused 
to a person by ornaments made from it falling 
upon him, which is otherwise with those made 
from plaster-of-paris. 

It should also be mentioned that pulp ceil- 
ings, friezes, &¢:, are, by the hardness and 
compactness of the material, impervious to 
wet, and that they may, if desired, be fastened 
by nails or screws. Finally the inventors 
state that ornaments made from this material 
cost only half the price of similar ones made 
| from plaster-ot-paris. This manufacture will,

proof nature imparted to it. 

In the treatment of the materials the com-
